toward Korea. The United Nations 
knew nothing. And because of the 


.^TJN's restrictions our airmen were 


'.'^'prohibited frofn flying over Man- 


churia (China) and finding out for 
themselves. 


But Tokyo headquarters, charged 


with responsibility for 
thousands 


of American soldiers' lives on the 
Korean peninsula, absolutely had 
to know. Otherwise we were vulner- 
able to a mass attack that probably 
would have annihilated the Korean 
expedition — and paved the way for 
our expulsion from Japan and th2 
^ Western Pacific. 
*• 
So Mac Arthur found out. 
He issued his "Home by Christ- 


mas" statement to tell the Red 
Chinese — not our home folks — 
that we had absolutely no interest 
in invading 
Manchuria, . merely 


wanted to pacify all of Korea, and 
then pull our troops back to Japan. 


The action accompanying that 


statement was to send the United 
Nations armies into North Korea 
and stop at the Yalu river, marking 


Wtj the Manchurian boundary, ff the 


Chinese had peaceful intentions, 
they would let matters rest there. 
But if they wanted war, they would 
attack. That's what we had to know 
— a question reaching clear around 
the globe. 


And we found out. 
China attacked. 
China admitted that the 'volun- 


teers" previously fighting with the 
North Koreans were their own reg- 
ular soldiers — she admitted this 


'5-*' when, with the chips down, she 


hurled half a million of her regular 
army into battle. 


And, finally, the 
greatest dis- 


closure of all — Russia came out 
openly in United Nations debate 
and said she was the one who had 
been giving Red China orders all 
along. 


So MacArthur's march to the 


Yalu river, even though we later 
had to retreat, forced an answer 


lj% to vital questions which had found 
,v 
the diplomats helpless. 


Our own State Department did 


not know that Russia backed the 
whole Chinese Communist drive 
against Chiang Kai-shek, forcing 
him into exile on Formosa. 


And the United Nations didn't 


have any answers on the Chinese- 
Russian connection, in this year 
of 1950 — until MacArthur's drive 
to the Yalu river squeezed the 
truth out of Russia herself.

toll.

causes — fires, drownings falls 
etc — took an additional 147 lives 
The grim total one of the largest 
for any three day holiday period 
covered the 78 hours from 6 p. m.

to last 
midnight. Last 


year's total for the Christmas, holi- 
day was 580, including 167 in a 
variety of accidents. 


The traffic toll was far above 


the national safety council's esti- 
mate of 440 which was the highest 
it ever had predicted for the ex- 
tended Christmas holiday. It more 
than doubled the number killed in 
motor accidents over a similar per- 
iod Dec. 8 to 11. In that period, 
an Associated Press survey showed 
245 traffic fatalities equivalent to 
75 a day.
